dering what Valentina, the great and leg- 
endary Russian-born creator of American 
fashions for the privileged few, would have 
to say about it all. Valentina, who always 
had something to say about everything — 
usually something withering, as in “Mink 
is for football” — was one of our earliest 
advocates of go-togetherness, although I 
doubt that she ever heard the word. Would 
she, in her remote retirement, be trium- 
phant or aghast, gratified or outraged, at 
this grand-scale, for-the-people embracing 
of a clothes philosophy which, especially 
in its travel application, I’m sure she con- 
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sidered peculiarly her own? It wasn’t, of 
course; for even then Seventh Avenue, 
while as magnificently unaware of Valen- 
tina as she was of it, was well along in its 
own first frenzies of mix and match, switch 
and separate. At any rate, of travel dress- 
ing, away back in the Thirties, Madame 
Valentina was the one who said (using her 
pithiest pidgin English), “So old fashioned 
pack too many no-good clothes; take one 
costume, wear many ways.” 

I’m indebted for the above wise saying, 
not to my own memory (in which Valen- 
tina is, chiefly, an awesome Opening Night 
presence, swathed from head to foot in 
sombre trailing chiffons and wearing a 
diamond tiara), but to an engrossing book, 
In My Fashion, by Bettina Ballard. Do 
read it if you haven’t. It’s great fun, es- 
pecially the Valentina chapter which con- 
tains a marvelously graphic account of 
Madame giving, in her famous one-woman- 
show way, a personal demonstration of 
her method. Since it is so pertinent today, 
being a great lesson in the use of the multi- 
part costume of which you'll be seeing 
so much this coming spring, I’m going to 
capsule the episode for you here and now. 
Here is how Madame Valentina proved, to 
a selected audience of her rich and famous 
clients (Madame wouldn’t look at you un- 
less you were one or the other; preferably 
both), that one good costume can be a 
whole wardrobe: 

The outfit she was going to show, Valen- 
tina said, was ‘“‘a little costume for take off 
weekend.” Her entrance, sweeping and 
grand as if she were wearing something 
she had just run up for Lynn Fontanne 
(a favorite customer), was made in a simple 
shirt and skirt—“‘for arrive by car.” Then, 
in a kind of strip-tease (‘fluttering her 
lovely hands, explaining the costume as 
she moved, like a folk dancer, around the 
room’’), off came the shirt, revealing a bare- 
shouldered top which, with the skirt, was 
“for take sun on terrace.” The skirt was 
dropped, and there she was in shorts that 
matched the bare top: “For beacli with 
hat’’—and, on cue, a coolie hat came sail- 
ing in from the wings, trailing a silken

scarf that Madame tied under her chin. 
Next she added a long skirt, also tossed in 
from the wings; she discarded the hat but 
kept the scarf to wrap sash-like around her 
waist. “For dinner in moonlight,” said 
Madame Valentina with understandable 
triumph, and the exhibition was over. 
That’s the way a great custom dress- 
maker did it, in the days when go-together- 
ness was new.

HISTORICAL NOTE 
in 1066, when William the Conqueror and his Norman Barons crossed 
the Channel from France and invaded and occupied the island we now know 
as England, it was not a unified country; still less could its people be called a na- 
tion. The island was divided into many small independent kingdoms separated 
by tracts of wilderness and was inhabited by a mixed race known to history as 
Anglo-Saxons. William imposed his Norman-French-speaking civilization on 
the island. This play deals with the reign of Henry II, William’s great grandson. 
During his reign the nobles and clergy still spoke French, and Saxon-English 
was the language of the native peasants. Indeed England was still an island 
occupied by a foreign race and the Saxon peasants were mostly in a state of 
servitude to their overlords, very little removed from slavery. 
| The business of administration and government was largely undertaken 
by the Norman clergy as there was no other educated professional class (the 
| Norman warrior Earls and Barons were almost illiterate). The King ruled the 
country through the military force of his Barons and soldiers and through the 
! executive ability of his Churchmen. This was the general pattern of all Euro- 
pean countries during the early Middle Ages. It was to be expected during this 
| period, therefore, that, although the Catholic Church produced some of her 
| finest Saints and scholars, she also attracted to her service men of administra- 
tive ability who were more interested in political maneuver and the exercise of 
worldly power than in its spiritual message and function.

LAURENCE OLIVIER 
Thomas Becket 
One of the most distinguished actors in 
America and England, Laurence Olivier is 
renowned for his craft in the theatre and 
the motion pictures in most countries of 
the world. Born in Dorking, Surrey, Eng- 
land, he made his stage début as Katharine 
in a special boys’ performance of The 
Taming of the Shrew given at Stratford on 
Avon. Two years later he began his pro- 
fessional training and was an apprentice 
with the Birmingham Repertory ‘Vheatre 
where he was first associated with Ralph 
Richardson. He won rapid recognition on 
the London stage in Journey’s End, Beau 
Geste, Paris Bound, Biography and The 
Royal family, and began to divide his 
time between England, Hollywood and 
Broadway. During this period he appcar- 
ed in England with John Giclgud in Ro- 
meo and Juliet, alternating the roles of 
Romeo and Mercutio with the British star. 
An actor of infinite versatility, when he 
became leading man at the Old Vic The- 
atre, he portrayed Sir Toby Belch, Henry 
V, Macbeth, lago, Coriolanus and EJamlet. 
When World War I broke out, Sir Lau- 
rence served as Lieutenant in the Fleet Air 
Arm until he was given a leave of absence 
to make a movie in the interest of Anglo- 
British relations. The film, Shakespeare's 
Henry V, which he produced, directed and 
played the title role of, is one of the tri- 
umphs of the screen; a morale-booster for 
the British during the war years, it was 
also quite popular with American audi- 
ences. He joined Ralph Richardson after 
the War in re-forming the Old Vic Com- 
pany, a task for which he was later 
knighted. Sir Laurence’s initial appear- 
ance on the American stage was in 1929 
and he has since been seen in such suc- 
cesses as The Green Bay Tree, No Time 
for Comedy, Oedipus, Antony and Cleo- 
patra, Caesar and Cleopatra and, most re- 
cently, The Entertainer. In London, he 
appeared last season in Rhinoceros. 


in the Cast 


Among his many films, American audi- 
ences will best remember Wuthering 
Heights, Hamlet, Henry V, Richard Il 
and Rebecca. He may currently be seen in 
the motion pictures The Entertainer and 
Spartacus. He was awarded television's 
highest honor, the Emniy, for his pertorm- 
ance last season in The Moon and Six- 
pence. 
ANTHONY QUINN 
King Henry Il 

Anthony Quinn returns to the Broadway 
stage after a ten-year absence, during 
which he won two Academy Awards, one 
for Viva Zapata in 1952, the other for his 
powerful portrayal of Gauguin in Lust for 
Life in 1956. Mr. Quinn’s last New York 
appearance was as Stanley Kowalski in 
Tennessee Williams’ 4 Streetcar Named 
Desire. He was born in Chihuahua, Mex- 
ico, and moved to Hollywood when he was 
eight. At thirteen, when his father who 
worked as a prop man at the Selig Studios 
was killed in an automobile accident, he 
quit school to help support his mother un- 
til he was hauled back by a truant officer. 
In 1947, Mr. Quinn made his Broadway 
début as the aggressive Greek-American 
who gets himself elected to Congress by 
dubious methods in The Gentleman from 
Athens. His actual stage début was at the 
age of nineteen when Mae West cast him 
in the role of John Barrymore in a play 
with the arch title of Clean Beds. Quinn, 
who was under contract to Paramount by 
this time, had to quit the show on the road 
to return to Hollywood and never opened 
in New York. But John Barrymore who 
saw him in the role was so moved that he 
presented Quinn with the original suit of 
armor he had worn when he played Rich- 
ard II], much in the manner of an old 
matador passing on his sword and cape to 
a promising young bull fighter. Accom- 
panying this Barrymore gesture was a 
promise he extracted from the young actor. 
that someday Quinn would himself play 
Richard III and other great roles that had 
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made Barrymore famous. During two 
years of film-making in Italy Quinn made 
the memorable La Strada, in which he 
won such spectacular success as the grow]- 
ing, monosyllabic strong man. Mr. Quinn 
directed the film The Bucaneer and has 
appeared in over eighty different films. 
Among these are the soon-to-be-released 
The Guns of Navarone, The Brave Bulls, 
Atilla the Hun, Hot Spell, Wild Is the 
Wind and Savage Innocence. He is an ac- 
complished painter and has had a one-man 
exhibition of his works. He is married and 
the father of five children. 

MARIE POWERS (Queen Mother). 
With her appearance in Becket, Marie 
Powers is continuing her dramatic work 
begun in France three years ago. In the 
Broadway theatre Miss Powers has been 


‘ heard in the musical dramas The Medium, 


The Old Maid and The Consul. The Me- 
dium brought her world fame. Miss Pow- 
ers was born in Mt. Carmel, Pennsylvania, 
and educated at Cornell University and at 
the Royal Conservatory of Florence, Italy, 
where she obtained her Master’s degree. 
She holds the woman’s world record for 
number of operatic performances and for 
such was honored in France and by the 
Federation of Music Clubs of New York 
City. Her hobby is languages: she sings in 
twenty-five. Marie Powers is drama and 
music critic of the Riviera Sun of Monte 
Carlo. She lives in Nice, and in private 
life is Countess Crescentini. Becket marks 
her first Broadway drama appearance. 

EARL MONTGOMERY (Gilbert Fol- 
liot) spent the past summer touring Ber-

Tyrone, Sr., in the National Company of 
Long Day’s Journey into Night and the

He has ap- 
peared in New York in many productions, 
including Dark Legend, Moon over Mul- 
berry Street, In Any Language, The Man 
of Destiny and Giuseppe, and on a host of 
radio and television programs. During the 
War, Mr. Terranova worked regularly for 
the Voice of America. 

PETER GLENVILLE (Director) is one 
of the most prominent directors of the 
twentieth-century theatre. His contribu- 
tions to the stage span both sides of the 
Atlantic and include the current hit musi- 
cal Take Me Along, last season’s Rasho- 
mon and the earlier success Separate Ta- 
bles. His grandmother, Mary Glenville, 
often appeared at the Abbey Theatre while 
his parents Shaun Glenville and Dorothy 
Ward were stars of the musical-comedy 
theatre in London. Mr. Glenville began 
his career as an actor when he was an un- 
dergraduate at Christ Church, Oxford. 
After appearing on the London stage in a 
number of starring roles, he joined the 
Old Vic, where he staged eight productions 
with a brilliance and versatility that won 
recognition for him as a director. His sub- 
sequent productions included William 
Saroyan’s The Time of Your Life, Aldous 
Huxley’s The Gioconda Smile, Jean-Paul 
Sartre’s Crime Passionelle, Tennessee Wil- 
liams’ Summer and Smoke, Graham 
Greene’s The Living Room, Sam Spe- 
wack’s Under the Sycamore Tree and Ter- 
ence Rattigan’s The Browning Version 
and Adventure Story. In Hollywood Mr. 
Glenville directed Me and the Colonel 
starring Danny Kaye and in London he 
directed both the stage and film versions 
of The Prisoner starring Alec Guinness. 
He staged William Archibald’s The Inno- 
cents in both New York and London. He 
also adapted, directed and presented Hotel 
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Paradiso in London with Alec Guinness 
and in New York with Bert Lahr. 

JEAN ANOUILH (The Playwright) . 
wave of popularity for French playwright 
Jean Anouilh began in this country in 
1955 when one of his early plays, Thieves’ 
Carnival, was produced at the off-Broad- 
way Cherry Lane Theatre. Anouilh was 
born in modest circumstances, the son of 
a tailor, and began his career in the the- 
atre at the age of twenty as secretary to the 
company of the late Louis Jouvet. His first 
success came in 1937 with Le Voyageur 
Sans Bagage (The Traveler Without Lug- 
gage). This was followed by Le Rendez- 
vous de Senlis and La Sauvage. None of 
these has been produced in the United 
States. Anouilh has also written his own 
versions of such classics as Medea, Eury- 
dice and Antigone. The latter was pro- 
duced by Katharine Cornell in 1946, mark- 
ing the playwright’s first work to reach 
these shores. Subsequent American pres- 
entations of his work received a luke- 
warm reception until the aforementioned 
Thieves’ Carnival which was followed by 
the triumphant production of The Lark 
starring Julie Harris and adapted for the 
American theatre by Lillian Hellman. 
There followed productions of Waltz of 
the Toreadors, Time Remembered and 
last season’s The Fighting Cock, adapted 
by Lucienne Hill. 


DAVID MERRICK (Producer). Within 
the brief compass of seven theatrical sea- 
sons, David Merrick has shown himself to 
be one of the most successful and dynamic 
producers in all of Broadway’s history. If 
that statement appears to be extravagant, 
one has only to measure it by the yard-stick 
of box-office arithmetic. Where one suc- 
cess out of eight is the norm, Mr. Merrick 
has’ mounted sixteen productions inside 
that seven-year span, thirteen of them 
rated as substantial hits. Currently his 
productions are filling six of Broadway's 
thirty-two theatres. In addition to Becket 
they are Irma La Douce, A Taste of Hon- 
ey, La Plume de Ma Tante (winner of the 
New York Drama Critics’ Circle Award), 
Gypsy and Take Me Along. The others 


are the well-remembered Fanny, The 
Matchmaker, Look Back in Anger, Ro- 
manoff and Juliet, Destry Rides Again, 
The World of Suzie Wong, The Enter- 
tainer and Jamaica. Of these, the first six 
toured the country with equal success. 
Can such a pace be maintained? The an- 
swer appears in more productions sched- 
uled for this season—Do-Re-Mi, Carnival 
and at least two others.

Vacation Oasis 
in the Southwest 


Just the other day the mayor of Scotts- 
dale, Arizona, issued a_ proclamation 
urging all 9,924 residents of the com- 
munity to don Western garb for the win- 
ter tourist season. The suggestion was 
greeted with a mixed chorus of cheers, 
groans and laughter, but it nevertheless 
indicates the length to which some citizens 
of the Southwestern United States are will- 
ing to go to attract vacationers from the 
chilly north.

Scottsdale itself has become so popular 
as a refuge for the well-heeled—both resi- 
dent and transient—that the town was re- 
cently memorialized in The Saturday Eve- 
ning Post. To anyone who has visited the 
region it is evident that the marvelous 
winter climate was enough to attract the 
money that now grows there as rapidly as 
the irrigated cotton crop or the newly 
planted citrus and olive groves. ‘To main- 


tain the Western local color, Scottsdale’s. 


city fathers decreed that all new buildings 
must be designed in neo-frontier style. As 
a result, every shopping center is an Olde 
West trading post. The streets are illu- 
minated with the latest model gas lamps, 
and the main filling station is called “the 
town pump.” A popular eating place is 
the Red Dog Saloon, a replica of a gold- 
rush bar in Nome, Alaska, where the 
waitresses wear black net stockings and 
low-cut gay-nineties bodices. 

Whatever the various fagades may look 
like, visitors may be sure that everything’s 
up to date in Scottsdale’s de luxe resorts. 
Mountain Shadows, for example, boasts 
spacious studio rooms with private patios 
and floor-to-ceiling glass walls that look 
out on a truly Olympicsize swimming 
pool in the midst of a palm garden. As at 
other resorts and dude ranches in the 
neighborhood, the swimming pool is 
heated to the vicinity of eighty degrees to 
insure year-round comfort. 

Despite such man-made wonders, the 
greatest attraction Arizona offers to visitors 
is still the unspoiled beauty of its desert 
and mountains. An easy day’s drive east- 
ward from Phoenix over the Apache Trail 
leads the more adventurous tourist away 
from the poolside and into the Tonto Na- 
tional Forest, a wilderness where the loud- 
est sounds are the trill of birds and the hum 
of insects, and the silence and the distant 
vistas are a greater restorative than a ses- 
sion with Elizabeth Arden or Vic Tanney. 
Surprisingly enough, many residents of 
Phoenix have never made the journey.

FOOD A LA CARTE 
After Christmas Dollars 


After the actual pleasures of eating and 
drinking — post-Christmas, we are all per- 
haps slightly glutted for a while — has 
come, for a long time, the pleasure of read- 
ing wit and information anent food and 
drink. Just how long that time is can be 
roughly indicated by a look at the current 
(until February 12) exhibition at the 
Grolier Club (47 E. 60 St.) of books, manu- 
scripts, prints and memorabilia about and 
of gustatory delight. Selections range from 
the supposed book of Apicus, through an 
English medieval scroll (distinctly not for 
kitchen use), down to Dickens, letters and 
the printed books of the numerous ladies 
and gentlemen who started, in force, in 
the Eighteenth Century, to instruct us all. 

If you yourself enjoy such reading or 
still owe a present to someone who might, 
there are books, more or less current, that 
will inform and delight you. Some time 
ago World performed a service by issuing 
The Art of Eating, a compendium of the 
works of M. F. K. Fisher. Much of what 
Miss Fisher has to say and the style in 
which she says it will seem slightly dated: 
“How to Cook a Wolf” is about the exi- 
gencies of cooking in wartime. Yet it is a 
good book in which to go truffling; even 
in the above selection, more than nostal- 
gia is served if you choose to see the hints 
and recipes in light of a camping trip. 
Most of all you will appreciate the en- 
thusiasm and the anecdotes. 

James Street was one of the best in- 
formed and most pleasantly spoken of gas- 
tronomes and reading his Table Topics 
is like having a conversation with him, 
pleased to let him do most of the talking 
and limiting ourselves to intelligent re- 
sponse.

Specifically American 


The American musical is, of course, a 
great native contribution to the world’s 
art forms. Mittel-Europa evolved its Vien- 
nese operetta and Kurt Weill song-story; 
Paris and London gave us Offenbach and 
Gilbert and Sullivan. But we have influ- 
enced the musical whether it be produced 
that side or this side of the iron curtain. 
Now here is Stanley Green’s The World 
of Musical Comedy, a compendious tome 
which relates the lives of Broadway’s and 
off-Broadway’s most distinguished com- 
posers andl lyricists, and, in so doing, gives 
readers a long view of how we have come 
to excel at this prosperous cescendent of 
opera. My. Green, a born New Yorker 
madly in love with the musical, writes 
about everyone from Victor Herbert and 
George M. Cohan to Rick Besoyan, Jerry 
Bock and Sheldon Harnick. He is not an 
especially inspired writer, Mr. Green, but 
he is an impassioned researcher. And his 
lavish hand with chronological, biograph- 
ical and production details plus his inclu- 
sion of many well-chosen photographs—all 
captioned meticulously, even designers are 
credited — is what makes The World of 
Musical Comedy a fascinating, valuable 
book. It has two other assets: an anecdotal 
Foreword by Deems Taylor (Example: 
Irving Berlin’s retort to Walter Damrosch, 
“Doctor Damrosch . . . I have a very slen- 
der talent; and if I were to study music I 
might end up by despising my own stuff.”’) 
and a marvellous Appendix: Musical Pro- 
ductions & Discography. ‘The latter be- 
gins with Victor Herbert’s Prince Ananias, 
opened November 20, 1894, and ends with 
Bye Bye Birdie. Each show’s leading play- 
ers, ranking songs, number of perform- 
ances and complete credits are given, and 
sometimes Mr. Green sums the show up 
briefly or amplifies with additional post- 
first run details. (Ziff-Davis.)

Canaries are 
only to be considered if you’d be happy 
with a tenor perpetually warbling. e Or 
try the classic standby—fish, although the 
only way I, for one, can establish any rap- 
port is by wearing a snorkel and flipping 
around with them myself. e Pedigreeded 
dogs are best bought direct from the ken- 
nels that specialize in each breed; every- 
thing else is at Gimbels’ pet shop or at 
Trefflich, 228 Fulton St. — Gert Trorra
